recommendations include 


specific authority to classify and segre- 
gate the lauds into well defined divisions 
according to their greatest apparent use, 
legislation designed to conserve tin- c-oul 
ilnposits as a public utility and to pre- 
vent monopoly or extortion in tht'ir dis- 
position wild'authorizing the chcwitica-. 
ti<m and disposition of all lands capa- 
ble of being used for water power de- 
•u-lopmcnt under the 
interior 
depart- 


ment.

Nation Suffers by Delay. 


Ju reference to public lands the re- 


port says in purt: 


"It is tu be regretted that we. a? a 


nation, were so tardy to realize' the 
importance 
of 
preventing 
so large a 


measure of our national re-sources pass- 
ing into the hands or" land pirates and 
speculator.-, with no view to develop- 
ment looking to the national welfare. 
H may be safely said thut millions of 
acres of timber and other lands have 
been unlawfully obtained, and it is also 
trill- tliHt actions to recover such lands 
have in most instances long since been 
barred by tho statute of 
limitations. 


The principal awakening to our waste- 
ful course came under your predeces- 
sor's administration. The bold and vig- 
orous 
prosecutions 
of 
land 
frauds 


through Secretaries Hitchcock and Gar- 
field, have restored a salutary respect 
for the law. and the public mind has 
rapidly grasped the importance of safe- 
guarding tin- further disposition of our 
natural resources ill the public lands 
in the interest of the public good as 
•gainst private greed. 
Notwithstanding 


this, it is necessary to continue with ut- 
luo-t 
vigor, 
through 
all 
available 


bources, the scouring ot information o1 
violations of the public land laws and 
to follow such violations 
with 
rigid 


prosecutions. 


Preserve Coal Lands. 


"In this present policy of conserving 


the natural resources of the public do- 
main, while development is the keynote 
tho best thought of the day is not that 
development shall be by national agen- 
cies, but that wise utilization shall be 
secured through private enterprise under 
national supervision ,uid control. There- 
fore, if material progress is to be made 
in securing the best use of our remain- 
ing public lands congress must be called 
Upon to enact remedial legislation. 


"An regards new legislation, the pres- 


ent coal land laws respecting the states 
and territories, aa well aa Alaska, should 
bs supplanted by aa act fully meeting 
existing as well as future conditions.' 
The inducements for much of the crime 
und fraud, both consti-Jctive and actual, 
committed under the present system 
can U- prevented by separating the right 
to mine, from the title to the soil. The 
surface would thereby be open to entry 
under other laws according to its char- 
acter and subject to the right to ex- 
tract the coal. 
The, object to be at- 


tained iu any such legislation is to con- 
serve the coal deposits as * public util- 
ity and to prevent monopoly or extor- 
"tion in their disposition. 
[ believe the 


wost advantageous 
method 
will 
b« 


liouud in a, measure authorizing 
the 


tease or sale of the coal deposiU in the 
lands, subject to forfeiture for failure 
to exercise the rights granted. 


"Jn anticipation of new legislation by 


congress to prevent the acquisition of 
power sites on the public domain by pri- 
vate persons or corporations ivith the 
view of monopolizing or adversely con- 
trolling them against the public inter- 
est, there have been temporarily with- 
drawn from all forms of entry approxi- 
mately tiO:i.355 acres, covering all 1 loca- 
tions known to possess power possibili- 
ties on unappropriated lands outside of 
national forests. Without 
such with- 


drawals these sites would be e'ntcrable 
under existing laws, and their patent- 
ing would leave the general government 
powerless to impose'any limitations as 
to their use. 


For Retention of Power Rights. 


"If the federal government desires to 


exercise'control or supervision over wat- 
er power development on the public do- 


in, it euu only do so by limitations 


imposed upon the disposal of power and 
reservoir sites upon the public 
lands, 


the waters of the streams being subject 
to state jurisdiction in their appropria- 
tion and technical, use. I would, there- 
fore, advisi- that the congress be asked 
to enact a measure that will authorize 
the classification of all lands capable of

WANT LABOR LEGISLATION. 


Leaders of Organized Labor Call Upon 


the President. 


WASHINGTON", Nov. if.—Recommen- 


dations looking toward tho improvement 
of the condition of the laboring man 
were urged upon President Taft today 
hv a delegation o: labor leaders headed 
by Samuel Rompers, president 
of 
tlie 


American Federation of 
Labor. 
John 


Mitchell, second vice president; ' James 
O'Connell, third 
vice 
president 
and 


Frank Morrison, secretary of the Federa- 
tion accompanied Sir, Gompers to the 
White House. 
The delegation desires 


that the recommendations be incorpor- 
ated in the president's annual message 
to congress. 


Foremost among the recommendations 


was one concerning the issuance of in- 
junctions by federal judges, particularly 
as such injunctions apply to 
personal 


liberty and arc used in the. settlement 
of disputes between employers and era 
ploycs. 


The exemption of labor organizations 


from1 certain provisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust act was discussed for some 
time. 


The president has practically decided 


that his message to congress will make 
no detailed- recommendations regarding 
the Sherman act,. This decision which 
is a decided change from his intention 
a few weeks ago is largely based on tho 
fact that there are eroding in the «u- 
preuie court und on their way to the 
highest tribunal, a number of important 
casea involving the . interpretation 
of 


that act. 
. 


He feels, it is said, that specific rec- 


ommendations from him at this time 
mgiht be construed 
as an attempt to 


influence the court in some manner.

Taxes had 
been collected on the authority of the 
house of commons, by custom and not by 
la'w and all went On regularly until nn 
appropriation bill was passed when1 the 
resolution became a law. 


In the words of the late Lord Salis- 


bury, said the speaker, the two cham- 
bers could not have voices in the finacces 
of the government because ''the lords be- 
longed too much to one class and conse- 
quently in respect of .1 large number of 
questions -the lords are too much of one 
mind." 


It has been said that the house of 


commons might repeal the Septennial 
act: but the repeal of that act was the 
very operation that the lords were about 
to perform.

PATRICK WANTS HIS FREEDOM 


Contends That He Already Has Paid 


Penalty for Killing Rice 


XEW YORK'. N". Y., Nov. 29.—Albert 


T. Patrick, whose sentence for the mur- 
der of William Marsh Ricr. was commut- 
ed to life imprisonment at Sing Sing, 
appeared today before the appellate di- 
vision of tho supreme court in Brook- 
lyn'.to argue that within the law, he has 
already suffered death, and thus has paid 
his debt to the state in full and should 
be net free. 


Patrick contends thai 
the 
solitary 


confinement preceding electrocution has 
been held by the United States suprcnu: 
oourt to be part of the penalty decreed 
in a- death sentence. 
He served that 


time in full and now makes the point 
that when the court of .appeals reaf- 
firmed the decision of the court of con- 
viction nnd SQt a new date for execution, 
it transgressed his constitutional right 
in ordering him to serve another period 
of solitary confinement, thereby dupli- 
cating a punishment, he had already 
suffered. 
The failure of the warden to 


electrocute, in compliance with the first 
orJer of the court, Patrick argues was 
clearly an act of nonfeasance. 


I'atrick was not ready to proceed with 


his argument today and tho proceedings 
before the Appellate'division .in his case 
were brief.- .-" his request the matter 
was adjourni-ri to Thursday 
of

week. Patrick wn-t remanded to the care 
of the prison authorities.

This latter'species, it may he noted, is 
one of the causes of phosphorescence in 
decaying wood.

A coppice oi red. oak, beech .ojr 


chestnut of..some .twenty, years' grow'th 
s cut down just after the fall of the leaf. 
The wood is then left lying for 100 days. 
It is then cut into lengths of 3 or 4 feet, 
and the logs are lacerated with large 
pruning knives. Spores settle on the 
wounded parts, a.nd the myselium. of the 
fungus spread through the tissufes oi the 
wood.

Black la<-e, unless very dusty and soiled, 
should not be washed, but only, well 
shaken -'to remove the loose dust and 
then dipped in a'solution of deep blue,- 
jum water.

and brownish in color it is better to 
wash it in.soap lather, then rinse and 
stiffen it' in deep blue water to which 
gum-water has been added.. The deep 
blue' water helps to restore the black to 
its original appearance.

NO ACTION ON POSTAL 


BANKS THIS SESSION 


Conference at White House Decides Not 


to Consider the Monetary Question and 
Postal Savings Banks. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27,—Conferences 


at the White House have pretty definite- 
ly developed two facts in 
connection 


with' the legislative program of the ad- 
ministration at the coming sensiou of 
congress. 


Tho first of these facts is that there 


is no probability of the monetary com- 
mission report being presented or con- 
sidered at this session. The second id 
that legislation looking toward the es- 
tablishment of a system of postal sav- 
ings banks will have to wait until the 
monetary commission report is made and 
a. new currency law enacted. 


Chairman Weeks of Massachusetts of 


the house commission on post offices and 
post roads. Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts and the president were in confer- 
ence half an hour or more today. Mr. 
Weeks on leaving the White House, said 
it hud been practically determined that 
postal savings banks would not be con- 
sidered at the coming session. 


Tbia does not mean that President 


Taft will not recommend such a system 
of banks in hi» message, but that the 
chances arc he will agree to postponing 
consideration of this subject' until next 
year, 


One of the arguments which the pres- 


ident has used in connection with the es- 
tablishment of postal saving" bank* is 
that tho money secured through these 
agencies a's deposits could very well be 
used in taking up the two per cent gov- 
ernment bonds which are a drug on the 
market, nnd which the president thinks 
should never have been issued at such a 
low rate of interest. The monetary com- 
mittee 
is considering the problem of 


these bonds and.it may be tbey will join 
hands with the president in recommend- 
ing the postal Havings bank idea as a 
aietms of disposing of these securities. 


PROF. LOWELL SAYS MARS 


IS DIGGING NEW CANALS. 


BOSTON. Mass.. Nov. 26.—Three new 


canals have been discovered on the planet 
Mars by Prof. Percival Lowell at his Ari- 
xona observatory. The 
announcement 


came through Mrs. David Todd, wife of 
the noted authority on Msrs, arid herself 
an 
astronomer of national 
reputation. 


This discovery of new signs of activity 
by the- Martians is a direct contradiction 
to the recent report among astronomers 
that disturbances on the planet showed 
that all life there, if there had been any, 
hod been destroyed in sonic great catas- 
trophe. 


The announcement of Mrs. Todd is 


borne out by discoveries made at the ob- 
servatory at -hu'isy by Camille Flixm- 
marion. who instead of finding signs of 
destruction in the recent upheaval on 
Mars, found signs of new activity, the 
construction of some great new work up 
there. 


Prof. Lowell says that he has found 


three or four new canals of recent mak- 
ing up there. 


"These canals look to us like signs of 


intelligent, purposive work rather than 
natural markings." he says. ''The radi- 
cal view is that they are- sure signs of 
intelligent activity and of human beings 
existent on Mars, but all we can say is 
that there seems to be n. probability that 
these'new canals show that tnorc is life 
up there."

.s very exhaustive and the findings leave 
no loopholes for question. The decision 
will be appealed to the United.-States 
supreme court at Washington and the re 
suit there will be awaited with the 
:eenest interest by all.
